With school beginning Tuesday 
for approximately 7,000 youngsters

tendent of Schools H. Edgar Riegle 
: today reported that the present 
| school buildings In the county will 
not be sufficient within a few years. 
He based his conclusion on a re­ 
port showing the number of births 
in the county in 1953, a total of 1,- 
067, representing a 36.5 per cent in­ 
crease over the 782 births in 1942. 
“This rising tide promises to con­ 
tinue at such a pace that where 
there are three students entering 
our county’s schools now, there will 
be four In I960 and five in 1965,’’ 
Riegle said. 
Same Throughout State 
State-wide some 2,000,000 young- 
I sters will be entering school for 
i another term next week, Riegle said. 
, The number of children answering 
the school bell this fall is 61.000 
greater than the number in the 
schools throughout Pennsylvania last 
year. There are 33.000 more elemen­ 
tary school children and 28.000 more 
high school pupils this year than 
last. 
Some areas in the county which 
have started or completed building 
programs will need additional build­ 
ing within the next six years, the 
I county superintendent estimated— 
; “not only elementary buildings but 
more rooms for increased enroll­ 
ment in the secondary schools. Areas 
which have not started a building 
program are right now in desperate 
need of adequate and acceptable 
building facilities.” 
Need Teachers Toe 
Adams 
County's 
problems 
are 
similar to those throughout the 
state, Riegle said. “Providing school 
buildings for Pennsylvania's pupils 
has fallen behind schedule during 
the past decade to such an extent 
that large numbers of the children 
are housed in antiquated buildings, 
or in rented space not intended for 
schools. The expanding program of 
instruction and the continuing sharp 
rise in birth date has placed the 
school building program in the state 
far behind the needs of today's chil-

Visibly Worn, But Buoyant, 
"Hard To Kill" De Castries, 
Is Released By Red Captors 


HANOI Iff)—Brig. Gen. Christian 
de Castries commander of the 
fallen Indochina fortress of Dien 
Bien Phu, reached freedom today. 
The Communists’ prize prisoner 
was visibly worn but still buoyant 
and “hard to kill.” 
De Castries was brought to Hanoi 
from the exchange site where the 
Reds freed him at Vietri. He was 
met in Hanoi by Gen. Rene Cogny, 
commander of the withdrawing 
French forces in North Indochina. 
At the exchange point, De Cas­ 
tries leaned on a cane as he was 
turned over but would not allow 
himself to be put in a stretcher. 
He rode to the exchange site in 
a Corfimunist command car, ac­ 
companied by a Vietminh colonel 
and a Communist correspondent. 
His first request was for French 
fried potatoes and something dif­ 
ferent from his prison diet which 
was mainly rice. 
(The French News Agency re­ 
ported De Castries stood for a few 


cameramen and emphasized to 
them the white flag of surrender 
had never been raised at Dien Bien 
Phu.) 
In 
Hanoi, 
Cogny’s 
staff car 
whisked De Castries to the villa 
he occupied here before he went 
to Dien Bien Phu as commander of 
that 
ill-fated French post last 
December. 
The 52-year*old general spoke 
only a few words to French cor­ 
respondents. Asked how he had 
been treated, he complained that 
he had always been kept separate 
and had not been allowed to see or 
talk with his staff officers during 
his imprisonment. 
He described himself as ‘'not 
completely well’' but added he was 
hard to kill and said he would be 
in good health in a few days. He 
looked thin and tired but walked 
erect. Men who knew him before 
Dien Bien Phu said he was at least 
20 pounds underweight, looked sev­ 
eral years older and had grayed

The delegates 
were picked in a closely controlled 
series of elections in provinces, in 
some ethnic minority areas, and in 
some cities directly under the Peip­ 
ing government, such as Peiping 
Itself. Shanghai and Tientsin. 
Almost all the party big shots 
have been elected delegates, from 
Mao Tse-tung on down. But there 
are some notable exceptions. 
First order of business will be 
the adoption of a new constitution 
drawm by the party and already 
given a terrific nationwide propa­ 
ganda endor sapient. 
The Congress takes the place of 
the party-picked People’s Political 
Consultative Conference, an interim 
group named in 1949 to serve until 
an election could be held.

Mass Of Evidence 
In 2*2 days of public hearings 
this week, before recessing until

Carthy. 
These charges were among 46 
specific accusations, some of them 
overlapping, filed by Flanders and 
Sens. Fulbright (D-Ark) and Morse 
(Ind-Ore) in support of the censure 
resolution. 
Whether the com m ittee will In­ 


troduce additional evidence before 
M cCarthy starts his defense has 
not been decided. W atkins said the 
group’s staff still was going over 
all the charges and he has left the 
door open to take up any or all of 
them not yet covered in the hear­ 
ings. 
No Predictions 
He told newsmen, In answ er to 
a question, that the hearings could 
end next week but th at he was 
not m aking any prediction. 
Sim ilarly, in a separate inter­ 
view, Case said this was “ a possi­ 
bility and also a hope.” He added, 
however, that no one could say 
definitely, partly because the na­ 
ture of M cCarthy’s defense was 
not known.
